biggest steel producer, for more 
than a week. 
The union has refused to budge 
from its position that the dispute 
should be settled according to the 
terms of a report by a presidential 
fact finding board. 
This called for 
employer-paid 
pension-insurance 
benefits worth up to IO cents an 
hour. 
Steel firm s have all agreed to 
put up that amount of money if 
the workers w ill chip in something 
too. 
There 
were 
indications 
that 
once M r. Trum an decides to act it 
w ill be to exercise the prestige of 
his office. 
This could mean call­ 
ing the disputing parties to the 
W hite House for a personal ap­ 
peal, or it could be an invitation 
to negotiate in the W hite House. 
A step of this sort was under­ 
stood to be preferred by adminis­ 
tration advisers to use of the Taft- 
H artley law 
emergency 
powers, 
w ith their eventual strike-halting 
court injunctions. 
The President, M u rray and mine 
union chief John L. Lew is are all 
publicly 
opposed 
to 
that 
law. 
However. M r. Trum an has said he 
w ill enforce T a ft-Hartley. 
He has 
used it before to end a coal strike. 
As a last resort, seizure of the 
strike-bound industries could be 
ordered on the

strikes dragged along for months.
